A Trcmrmlonn Annual WnNtr—Vrnn- 


mlnnuN Crnim mill Stock Ft-cilln*. 
A well kept manure heap may be 


safely taken as one of the surest Indi- 
cations of thrift and sliccess In farm- 
ing. 
Neglect of this resource csuses 


losses, which, though little appreciated, 
aru vast hi extent. Waste of manure 
is cither so common as to breed In- 
difference or so silent and hidden as to 
escape notice. 


It has been figured out that If one- 


third of the manure in tho United 
States is wasted the total annual loss 
•would bo about ?7(iS,-li;fl,()00 annually. 


If the farmer, Instead of selling off 


bis 'crops, feeds them to live stock on 
tho farm as far us possible, a large 
proportion of this fertility Is retained 
on thu farm, and If tho business of 
stock • feeding is'carried to the point 
where feed Is purchased in addition to 
that grown on the farm a considerable 
addition may In this wuy be made to 
tho fertility of the farm at (in almost 
nominal cost, nlnco It i:i assumed that 
feed will not be bought unless its feed- 
lug value will nt least pay Its cost. 


Tho growing of ii'ure Icgumlnotm 


plants such as beans, peas, clover, lu- 
pines, etc., ns a means of Increasing 
the fertility of the soil Is strongly 
recommended both from theoretical 
and practical considerations, but the 
leguminous crop Is best utilized when It 
IH fed out on the farm and tho manure 
saved and applied to the Roll. 
The 


greatest profit \a thus Bccured and near- 
ly the Numo fertility Is maintained ns 
In green manuring. Tho fanner should 
mend his system so that the Imrnynnl 
manure will boas well cared fur as any 
other farm product. Loss from surface 
washing, leachluir, fermentation anil 
decay should be guarded ngainst. Then 
the feeding of richer food will mean 
richer manure and better and cheaper 
crops. 


It Is hard to persuade the farmer ta 


abandon time honored practices and 
udopt methods with which he Is un- 
familiar. 
He also hesitates . about 


Incurring thj* necessary expense of 
building sunablu receptnclos for tho 
storage of manure, .frequently iissuni-

As Roberts states. "The new Idea that 
the manure should be as carefully pre- 
served from unnecessary waste as any 
other product of the farm Is hard to 
put In practice after having for forty 
years stored the farmyard manure un- 
der tho eaves upon the steep hillside 
which forms one border of thu running 
brook." 


It Is tn be feared th.it tho Introduc- 


tion of commercial fertilizer:! has not 
been without effect in Increasing thu 
apparent Indifference with which this 
valuable farm resource Is so often re- 
pmled. Too many farmers lose sight 
of tlm fact that, as n rule, commercial 
fertilizers .should supplement and not 
entirely replace tho inanurlal supplied 
of thu farm, says W. II. Heal. 


".Spot Illncimn" at Alfalfa. 


The so called §'npot disease" of al- 


falfa, which is not uncommon in tho 
western states, especially during wet 
seasons, became somewhat prevalent 
in Illinois In lUOX When the effect of 
this disease becomes marked, the leaves 
turn yellow and growth Is retarded. If 
tills occurs the alfalfa 
chould bo 


clipped. This Is the only effective rem- 
edy known to be practicable. Seeding 
alfalfa with a light nurse, crop Is gain- 
ing favor In Illinois.—C. G. Hopkins.

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GOLDEN RULE JONES 


HAS PASSED AWAY 


Toledo. July 
13.—Samuel Milton 


Jones, tho "Golden Rule" mayor of 
this city, died at 0:07 o'clock Tues- 
day afternoon, after an Illness that 
had conllncd him to Ma bed for twen- 
ty days. The direct cause of death 
was the breaking of an abscets on 
the hint;, scattering through his sys- 
tem a poison that ho had not suin- 
dent strength to overcome. 


Never before:In Toledo have anxi- 


ety nnd grief been so universal as 
during the last Illness of the mayor. 
In practically every house of 
wor- 


ship In the city prayers havo been 
offered for his recovery. 


The body of Mayor Jones will llo 


In state at. Memorial hall Thursday. 
The Iflnerar services, which will bo 
open to all, will be held on the lawn 
at the residence Friday. 


"Golden Rule" His Law. 


Mr. Jones, who was 
familiarly 


known as "Golden Rule" Jones be- 
cause, of his Insistence that the pre- 
cept. "Whatsoever ye would that men 
should do unto you do ye even so unto 
them." furnishes tho only right end 
satisfactory basin for all human rela- 
tions, was born of-very poor parents 
in Wales. Aug. 3, 184G. With his pa- 
rents he came to tho United States 
three years later. Tho family settled 
In Lewis county, New York, and IKJV- 
crty soon drove little Samuel to work. 
Through years of hardship and un- 
remitting toll he developed -the germ 
of that Intense sympathy with tho 
poor and' the keen desire to hotter so- 
cial conditions that made him famous 
In mature life. 


Goes to Oil Fields. 


At the age of 18 ho went to the oil 


fields with 15 cent* In his pocket and 
amassed a considerable fortune. 
In 


1894 
he -entered, the manufacturing 


business In Toledo, found men beg- 
ging for work at a fraction of a dol- 
lar n day. and from this condition 
arose his "golden rule" theory. 


Out of his vnder nnd his study 


gicw liln espousi' of collectivism aa 
a relief from the evils and Injustice 
of tho corrective system. A Christian 
from youth, ho found In the teach* 
Ings of Christ a command that mudo 
him seek to better his factory em- 
ploye's* conditions at once by giving 
them larger wages and a share of tho 
profits of his business and by estab- 
lishing free public pleasure grounds 
near the factory, 
in the factory he 


posted the, golden rule, a substitute 
for 
theV usual 
drastic 
regulations 


made by employers, and he treated 
his workmen as social.equals. 


Career In Politics. 


In 1897 -Mr. Jones entered politics 


as a delegate to tho Republican city 
convention. To break a deadlock he 
was nominated for mayor, and mode 
his canvass, a picturesque 
ono by 


preaching golden rule politics. 
He 


was elected and Immediately began 
to push municipal reforms. His radi- 
cal course made so many enemies 
croong the politicians that whim his 
terra of office was up (he Republi- 
cans 
refused 
to 
renomlnatc htm. 


Then he became an Independent can- 
didate on a municipal ownership nnd 
general reform platform and was re- 
elected by a very largo majority. 


In 1899 Mr. Jones became an Inde- 


pendent candidate 
for 
governor of 


Ohio. He was defeated, and In 1903 
•was nominated again for mayor by 
petition, the Democratic party leav- 
ing the place of mayor blank In Its 
ticket In favor of Mr. Jones. He was 
elected for a third term by a hand- 
some majority. In 1903 he again was 
nominated by petition, and with both 
a Republican and a Democratic can- 
didate against him, was. re-elected. 
HIM term would have expired In 190G.

The disease (if tho nppln commonly 


known us "Kculi" or In muni! cases as 
"black spot" In prolwbly familiar to 
every grower of this I'nilt. It llrst ap- 
pears hi Bprlng on the yumix folia;,-'1, 
producing velvety, olive colored patch- 
es. Thin form Is sometimes known as 
"mildew" or "leaf blight." 
In severe

cases the Ituircs become shriveled nnd, 
discolored, eventually falling off. The 
fungus alf>o attacks the stems of thu 
young apples at blossoming time, espe- 
cially If the weather at this time Is un- 
usually coul nnd umlst. This causes 
the young fruit to shrivel and Urop off, 
often greatly reducing the crop of ma- 
ture fruit. 


The uioHt characteristic, effects of 


this fungous [mniHltc. however, are 
found on the fruit Itself. 
Hern the 


spots at llrst appear much like those 
on the leaves, but nn the fruit (level- 
ops the fungus works under the cuti- 
cle, or outer layer of the Hi;In, causing 
It to scale off. These spots on mature 
apples have a dark brown or blackish 
color, with a narrow border of n light 
gray color. Tin; Kpots lire usually most 
miinWotis around thu Mos^nin end of 
the fruit. On badly affected fruit tin* 
spots run together, sometimes cover- 
Ing one-third of thu surface. 
Deep 


crncks often occur In such canes, which 
iillou- thi.> apple to dry out. 


Apple scab IH without doubt the worst 


disease affecting this fruit. 
This In 


due not nlonu to Its destruction of thu 
foliage nnd young apples or to the un- 
sightly sputH which It causes on the 
mature fruit. 
In addition to all this. 


It opens a way for the entrance of nu- 
merous rot producing fungi Into the 
tissues of the mature npple. Thus dur- 
ing tho seasons of 11XKJ and 1003, whlim 
were characterized In thin state by an 
unusual rainfall, great <|imntlttuH of 
apples were lost soon after {lacking 
uud In storage nnd even during ship- 
ment through the agency of them; soft 
rots following apple scab. 
In some 


cases apples affected with scab began

rotting while still attached to tho trees, 
the loss amounting to four-Qfths of tho 
entire crop. 


The fungus of apple scab thrives dur- 


ing moist, cool weather, especially dur- 
ing the carl)* part of Rummer. 
Fruit 


grown "on closely crowded trees wheru 
air and light lire shut out appears to 
be more severely, affected than whcru 
the opposite conditions prevail.' There- 
fore a location securing good ventila- 
tion, proper spacing of trees and sys- 
tematic pruning are to be considered im 
preventive measures In thu case of 
this .disease.. It'lias been found that 
the fungus passes the winter on the 
fallen leaves, appearing an minute bliick 
hodlcti burlfd In the leaf tissues. From 
these tiro given off, In thu following 
spring, tho llrst crop of spores which 
attack the lower leaves, tlie disease 
later spreading to all parts of the tree. 
Thus another preventive measure Is 
suggested and recommended—viz, tho 
destroying of these dead leaves, which 
tiurvu as agents of Infection. 
This 


may bo done either by raking and burn- 
Ing them or by plowing them under in 
the spring before the spores are shed. 


The planting of 'varieties which are 


naturally low subject to tho scab Is 
also to bo considered ns a preventive 
measure. Spraying for the prevention 
and treatment of this disease has prov- 
ed of •unquestioned value and u paying 
Investment to the npple grower. Tho 
first application made before tho buds 
open may bo copper'sulphate solution, 
which Is cheaper and easier to prepare 
and use than bordeaux mixture. By 
many growers this application Is con- 
sidered tho most Important ouu for fun- 
gous diseases nnd should not be neg- 
lected. After the leaves appear It will 
lit- necessary to .use bordeaux mixture, 
the first application of this spray to be 
used Just before blossoming. Thjs IP 
the most Important treatment of the 
season. The fecund after tbu blossoms 
full and two or three other application): 
at Intervttlw of ten duys to two week:' 
will prove beneficial, especially If tin 
season Is a wet ono. ' The final Hprnj 
m 11 y consist of n weak solution of cop 
per sulphate to avoid staining ttio fruit.
